Savannah, Ga., Jan. 
nah reopened the Schley case today. It has 
been a certainty that it would do so ever 
since it was settled that Admiral Schley 
‘Was to pay to General W. W. Gordon of this 
city the visit which he promised to the Gen- 
eral while the two sat in council on the 
Porto Rico commission. : 

Savannah had its difficulties in expressing 
this spirit of a partisanship that will not 
down. General Gordon was insistent that 
it was a social visit merely, but through the 
City Council, the Cotton Exchange, and the 
joint resolutions of the Admiral’s kinsmen 
in this city, which he never before had 
visited, expressions came so fast that all 
Savannah was to have part in it, that nearly 
half of Savannah turtted out to greet him. 
It looked for him for hours, then many went 
to their homes. They came back and waited 
and waited again. 


, Crowds Greet Rear Admiral. 

It was 4:35 o'clock in the afternoon, and 
early dusk was creeping in, before the 
thunder of a gun from the Chatham Artillery 
told the waiting throngs at the Southern 
railway station that the Admiral’s train was 
curving into the shed. ‘The platforms were 
packed, and in the terraced street over- 
looking station and yards were carriages 
and the long, black lines of Georgia negroes, 
l ages, sexes, and shades, eager and ex- 
Wien the guns of the Chatham Artillery 
Still thundering the Admiral's salute of sev- 
enteen guns, the train rounded into a stop 
with General and Mrs. Gordon, Mayor Myers 
of Savannah, and Aldermen Colding and 
Dixon waiting to receive Admiral and Mrs. 
Schley. 

The first burst of enthusiasm was from 
an aged darkey with snowy haif and beard. 
“Hooray for Mr. Schley,“ was his greet- 
ing, even before the visitor had appeared: 
on the rear steps of the sleeper. 

A second later, however, the Admiral ap- 
peared in silk hat and frock coat, carrying 
a dress suit case in one hand and an over- 
coat on the other arm. Then cheer after 
cheer broke in unison from white and black. 
Warm greetings were exchanged between 
Admiral and Mrs. Schiey and General and 
Mrs. Gordon, the city officials were preserit- 
ed to the visitors, and, in a few. moments, 
two waiting carriages, headed by a squad 
of mounted police riding at a gallop, were 
whirling away in a scurry of dust and leaves 
into the smooth asphalt of Liberty street. 


Warm Greetings Along Streets. 

Such a scene as occurs only in the black 
belt of the South followed. The first car- 
riage was occupied by Admiral and Mrs 
Schley and Mayor Myers and Mrs. Gordon, 
and as it passed through a great gap in the 
lines of negroes banked in the street a cloud 
of bare legged darkey children closed in 
behind it, racing after the Carriage as if 
they were a part of the swirl of dust that 
eddied after it. 

For half a mile down Liberty street and 
for two blocks info. Bull street to the Gor- 
don residence windows and doorways were 
filed and handkerchiefs fluttered. every- 
where. The windows of the De Soto Hotel 
showed faces from the sidewalk to the roof, 
and if Admiral Schley ever had doubts of the 
loyalty of Savannah a view of the station 
and streets dispelled it. 


Wild Welcome in Theater. 

And not only Savannah was in the trail of 
the hero of Santiago. In the yards of the 
Southern railway Mme. Nordica's car, the 
Brunhilde, lay in the soft, warm dusk of 
evening with the face of the singer at one 
of the windows. Arrangements had been 
made for a box party at the Savannah thea- 
ter, where she was to sing, and the manage- 
ment had arranged that when the Admiral, 
in General Gordon's party, entered the thea- 
ter the orchestra should rise and play The 
Star Spangled Banner as he passed to his 
box. 

‘It will be glorious,” the diva had said 
when told of the scheme. ‘I am delighted 
that such honor is to be shown to a man 
whom I regard as a hero. I am pleased that | 
I shall sing before him.“ 

Few persons will forget who saw the dem- 
onstration of the house tonight, when this 
recognition of the hero of Santiago was ac- 
corded in the inspiriting strains of the na- 
tional air. Bowing to the applause that 
burst bounds at his appearance, the Admiral 
moved forward, the figure of one who, while 
feeling deeply the recognition and the spirit 
of it, took out of it no shade of vain-glory. 
The house was on its feet and when the na- 
tional air was done the orchestra swung 
into Dixie, ‘the air of airs to set a South- 
ern audience boisterous. — 

In the midst of it Nordica appeared, 
crossed the stage, and shook hands with the 
Admiral, receiving from him a great bouquet 
of flowers, Throughout the evening, too, 
the singer could have felt that she had a 
house divided in its attentions. - f 
Official Welcome Given.

‘ THE PLAY BE BARRED OUT, - 


Written Petition Signed by the Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy Urges Opera- 
House Manager to Refuse to Book the 
Pigce—Stage Pictures of Slave Life 
Declared Extreme and Not Just to 
Former Masters—Effect on Chi- 
dren’s Minds Feared. |

Lexington, Ky., Jan. 10.—[Special.]—The 
play Uncle Tom's Cabin will be seen no 
more in Lexington if the plea made today 
by the local chapter of the United Daughters 
‘of the Confederacy is complied with. 

Claiming that the incidents of the play are 
picturing am extreme phase of slave life 
before the civil war and will give the de- 
scendants of former slave-owners and of for- 
mer slaves a wrong impression of their fore- 
fathers, an appeal is made to the manager 
of the opera-house to cease booking the 
performance. 


Former Slave-Owners Annoyed. 
It is argued that a majority of the old 
families here were slave-owners, not from 
choice, but through inheritance, and that 
their relations with the negroes were as a 
rule friendly and not as shown in the drama- 
tization of Mrs. Stowe's story. 

The old negro in chains; the cruel master, 


fleeing by night, with dogs in pursuit, and 
practically all the incidents of the play, the 
Daughters of the Confederacy say, are not 


and gives the growihg generation a wrong 
idea of history and a disrespect for their 
forefathers that ts not warranted. 


Appeal to Theater Manager. 

It is expected that the anti-“ Uncle Tom 
crusade will be taken up in other Southern 
cities. The local petition is as follows: 

Mr. Charles Scott, Manager of the Lex- 
ington Opera-House—My Dear Sir: At the 
regular monthly meeting of the Lexington 
Chapter of the Daughters of the Confeder- 
acy a motion was passed requesting you to 
make no future engagements to bring the 
play, Uncle Tom's Cabin,’ to Lexington. 

** We did this with no desire to dictate to 
you a to interfere with your business—we 
merely wished to present to you some rea- 
sons why this play is injurious to our com- 
munity, and we tryst you will see the justice 
of our plea, : 

We ask this because we believe the play 
and the motive upon which it was founded 
present a picture of the slave in the South 
that {s essentially false—false because it 
presents what was rare and exceptional as 
normal and typical. 


Declares Negroes Well Treated. 


“While there were doubtless many In- 
stances of misuse of the power of the master 
over the slave, yet, we believe, that on the 
whole these relations were kindly and 
mutually heipful, We think that statement 
is proved by the fact that while all the men, 
even the boys of the South, were in the army 
and the negroes were left as protectors and 
read winners for the women and children, 
that not a single instance of miguse of their 
power is on record, but innumerable in- 
stances are kn of thelr 
votion to their helpless charges. 

“The country of which Lexington is the 
center was a community of slave holders. 


whom remain to this day, owned slaves not 
of their owm choice but because this most 
burdensome legacy was left to them by those 
of bygone days. For a play to be brought 
every year to our town which represents the 
relations of master to slave as one of in- 
justice and cruelty is a slur on the fair name 
of a generation of kindly and honorable gen- 
tlemen, 


Influence of Street Parade. 


Some members of this chapter were 
standing near the Johnson School some time 
ago when the children were out, at recess 
and a parade of an Uncle Tom's Cabin’ 
show passed by, the most prominent features 
in which were two immense bloodhounds 
and a life size statue of an old negro in 
chains. We could not but feel that the in- 
fluence left on their plastic minds by such a 
spectacle as that passing unrebuked through 


just to the memories of their fathers. 

“We feel also that in a community like 
ours so largely composed of negroes that 
such an exhibition as that is calculated to do 
the, younger class of them harm by giving 
them false conceptions of the days of their 
fathers and grandfathers ‘when they were 
slaves. 

„We are neither apologists for the insti- 
tution of slavery nor defenders of it, we are 
thankful that the inherited burden and re- 
sponsibility of it has forever passed a Way 
from our land. But we feel it our duty to 
protest against a presentation of it in our 
city which is unjust to the good name of 
our fathers, which is harmful to the minds 
of our children, and which has a tendency to 
inflame race prejudice among the large class 
of our negro citizens, "

HAVANA, Jan. 10.—In the trial of C. F. W. 
Neely and others today Reeves testified that 
a political scheme was on foot by which 
Rathbone was to be made Civil Governor of 
Cuba, Neely the Treasurer, and he (Reeves) 
Auditor. Neely was declared to have said 
arrangement had 
been made he would do business of this sort 
on a larger scale.” This was after the burn- 
ing of the second lot of surcharged stamps. 


Rathbone and Neely to get control of the 
government of Cuba for their mutual profit 
was Reeves, the man appointed Chief of 
Postal Accounts and one of the men who 
shared in the division of the plunder. He 
afterwards returned $4,000 to Governor Gen- 
eral Wood and made a full confession. 


First Steps at Fraud. | 

Reeves testified that he was originally ap- 
pointed by order of the Washington au- 
thorities, but that Rathbone had appointed 
him chief of postal accounts. The Fiscal 
asked him if he had had any conversation 
with Neely regarding the burning of sur- 
charged stamps, and whether Neely had 
suggested to Rathbone that money could be 
made thereby. 

The witness replied that he had had such 
a conversation; that Neely had stated that 
Rathbone refused to enter into the transac- 
tion at first, but that subsequently he agreed. 
Rathbone appointed the witness, Neely, and 
Morfield a commission to see the stamps 
‘burned. Morfield did not know that there 
was anything fraudulent connected with 
the matter. Packets of stamps were taken 
out of the vaults by the three members of the 
commission, The stamps were not checked, | 
except that the amounts marked on each 
packet were noted, The stamps were placed 
in a cart and taken to the electrozone plant 
ana burned. P. H. Bristow was present as a 


spectator. 
Each Makes $5,000. 


A report on the burning of the stamps was 
made out by Neely and signed by the witness 
and Morfield. The report stated that 310,000 
had been burned, and that the packets in- 
cluded all the surcharged stamps, except 
some struck stamps. 

Reeves said that in conversation with 
Neely afterwards the latter had said that 
515.000 less stamps had been burned than 
the report stated, and that there wasa profit 
of $5,000 for each of them—Rathbone, Neely, 
and Reeves. This occurred before the burn- 
ing of the second lot. All the complete pack- 
ets of stamps were not burned on the first 
occasion. Rathbone paid off a mortgage on 
his property in Cincinnati with his share of 
the spoils. Subsequently, in conversation 
with Rathbone, the latter stated that burn- 
ing stamps was an easy way to make money. 
Rathbone therefore knew that the burning 
was fraudulent. Before the second lot was 
burned Neely told witness that if Rathbone 
became. Civil Governor of Cuba he would do 
business of this sort. on a larger scale. 
Reeves would then become Auditor of the 
island and Neely Treasurer. 


Neely’s $12,000 Check. 

The question of the check for $12,000 was 
brought up. Reeves said that on July 21, 
1899, Neely deposited $12,000 to the credit of 
the Bureau of Finance in error, instéad of 
to the credit of the Treasurer of the island, 
according to the new system of accounts 
with the North American Trust company. 
Supsequently Neely caused à warrant to be 
issued to adjust the account, which warrant 
Neely paid in as cash to the credit of his 
“own bureau, and appropriated the money. 

In regard to Rathbone’s trip to the United 
States in October,1899, Reeves said Rathbone 
had $1,500 in warrants, but brought back 
$673, which he delivered to him. The money 
Fot back to Rathbone through Neely, Wit- 
ness gave the details of this transaction, in 
‘which an envelope containing $480 figured. 
Neely stated that he had given the money 
„ to the old man,” who was hard up. 


Reeves Makes a Confession. 
When Neely left for the United States 


that Neely had stolen $100,000. He told 
Rathbone of it, and the latter said he did 
not believe it. Finally witness delivered 
$4,000 to General Wood, declared that Neely 
had committed forgery, and turned State's 


evidence. 
Apart from the documentary evidence, 


Reeves’ testimony is most important for the 
prosecution. His statements were along the 
lines of the various indictments on which 
the prosecution is being conducted. The 
lawyers for the defense will endeavor to. 
show that he is an unreliable witness and to 
throw discredit on his statements.

| _ Send for a Doctor. 

During the afternoon Mrs. Reynolds sent 
Lilian Lawson, her 15-year-old servant, to 
a drug store at Forty-seventh street and 
Calumet avenue, to telephone for a phyel- 
clan. After telephoning to the doctor’s 
house, she called up his office in the Venetian 
Building, but was told he was not at either 
place. 

At 4 o'clock the girl was again instructed 
to summon the physician, and she did so, 
but without finding him in. She was told, 
however, that if he returned he would be 
instructed to call at the Reynolds flat. At5 
o'clock the bell rang. A fashionably attired 
man entered. 

Jam the physician,’ he explained. 


Says Pulse Is Satisfactory. | 

Lilian returned to the kitchen, but as the 
door was left ajar she said she could occa- 
sionally hear portions of the conversation 
which was being carried on in Mrs. Reynolds’ 
room.

Because of the woman’s hysterical condi- 
tion, bordering on nervous prostration, the 
police were able to gather but slight in- 
formation from her directly. She told them 
that after the caller had remained in the 
room with her for about ten minutes he 
suddenly jumped up from a chair, and, de- 
manding her money, choked her, 

I was so frightened,” she said, that I 
could not speak, and I could not have told 
him where my valuables were hidden if I 
‘had wanted to.

In a chamois bag tied around 
Mrs. Reynold’s neck were diamonds and 
money valued at $2,000. It was explained

PROFESSOR COE SAYS RICH AND 
POOR SHOULD MIX. 


Thinks the Wande Would Gain More 
by Contact than the Latter—Segrega- 
tion of Classes Always an Error 
Likely to Lead to Moral Degeneracy

Professor George E. Coe of Northwestern 
University, who pointed out to Evanstonians 
the “‘ snobbery. peril’’ which he says con- 
fronts them, believes the advent of the 
workingman into that or any other wealthy 
community would résult in more benefit to 
the rich than to the poor. At the same 
time he does not think that all people can 
be put on one plane of social equality. 

Professor Coe. yesterday amplified the 
statements made by him at a citizens’ mass- 
meeting in which he told the older men 
of the suburb that their exclusiveness would 
produce moral degeneracy and a community 


of snobs. 

„ Mixing” a Social Tonic. 

| The remedy which he gives to keep society 
healthy, he calls the principle of give and 
take between the different social elements. 

This give and take, said Professor Coe, 
“is illustrated in the social settlements. It 
is the common testimony of the settlement 
gga that they ve more than they 

ve, 

“People of wealth and refihement would 
be happier and better if they could. live 
next door to the poor. Why? Because it 
brings them down to simplicity, and breaks 
their artificial views of life. It destroys 
a tendency to selfishness and snobbery and 
conceit that is always found when a person 
is shut up in a little exclusive circle. 

For that reason people of wealth re- 
ceive more from the laborers than they can 
give them. The most they can give in re- 
turn is a knowledge of social propriety and 
aid in the building up of social communities. 


Class Segrégation Condemned. 

The ultra exclusiveness of the rich and the 
sullen retirement of the poor into their small 
communities are among the greatest of so- 
cial errors, Professor Coe thinks. He urges 
that a less clannish spirit would produce a 
better society. 

The segregation of class from class is | 
always an evil,“ he said. The separating 
of the residences of the rich from the resi- 
dences. of the poor in the large cities has 
resulted in a disadvantage to both the rich 
and the poor. If the well-endowed children 
of self-made men are segregated from the 
rest of the world the effect on them must be 
moral degeneracy. The polite man needs to 
learn some of the directness of the rougher 
man, and the latter would profit by the con- 
tact by becoming more refined. 

The principal that he who tries to save 
his life loses it applies to classes in socigty 
as well as individuals Those who are fortu- 
nate in respect to property and culture need 
opportunities for sharing their gifts with 
those who are less fortunate. On the other 
hand, they have much to gain from personal

Attempt to Pawn e Valuable Jewel for

An attempt to pawn a $150 diamond brooch 
for $8 brought arrest to two youths who, the 
police say, are leaders in the recent fire 
escape robberies. The prisoners~—Charles 
White, aged 22 years, and Frank Aaronson, 
aged 18 years—deny any connection with the 
fire escape thefts. The brooch, however, 
has been identified. 

On Wednesday night the wholesale drug 
house of George Catlin, 118 Lake street, was 
looted by thieves, wht forced an entrance 
through the light shaft. They used the fire 
escape of the hotel at Lake and Clark streets 
to reach the top of the building. 

In one of the safes the robbers found sev- 
eral jewels, including a dlamond brooch. In 
all they secured $350 worth of valuables. 
The police were notified, but the robbers pag 
left no clues, and work on the case ha 
been dropped, when A. Wolf, a pawnbroker 
at 198 Clark street, telephoned to the police 
that two men were in his shop who wanted 
to pawn a brooch for a small sum. Detec- 
tives McCarthy and Mullen responded and 
made the arrests. 

Loaner as a Detective. 

“A seedy boy came into the store, said 
Wolf yesterday, and threw a fine diamond 
brooch on the counter and wanted to pawn 
it. I asked him where he got it, and he said 
he found it at Elston, III. I became sus- 
picious and told him it was worth nothing. 

But I want 88 for it,’ he said. I havea 
partner outside and he must get enough to 
take him out of town.’ 

J had him bring his partner in and then 
sent my boy to telephone for the police. 1 
haggled with the two to keep them busy, 


telling them the pin was no good. They told 


different stories, one sayſng it was found at 
the corner of California avenue and Jackson 
boulevard. When the police arrived the 
boys were frightened but persisted that they 
had found the brooch.“ 

Lieutenant McWeeney says both boys are 
known to the police. Mr. Catlin, whose safe 
was robbed, has identified the brooch.

As Anna Brundt has made a final confes- 
sion that she is not Thombs’ lawful wife, 
Mrs, Thombs of 1463 Milwaukee avenue is 
left as the only living legal wife. Her con- 
nection with the present case will be in clear- 
ing up the Cedar Lake murder mystery, if 
she is able to do so. g 


Oriticise Deputy Coroner. 


Thombs did not testify in his own behalf 
at the inquest. The hearing began at the 
county morgue in the morning and was con- 
ducted by Deputy Coroner Hyland. The po- 
lice plainly showed that they were displeased 
at-the way the inquiry was conducted. They 
asserted that the Deputy Coroner apparently 
had favored the prisoner by attempting to 
confuse witnesses in asking the same ques- 
tion over and over. Captain Wheeler finally 
declared that hereafter no bodies found in 
the river in his district would be taken to 
the county morgue, which is under Deputy 
Coroner Hyland’s jurisdiction. Captain 
Wheeler also. threatened to report the dif- 
ficulty to the Superintendent of Police. 


Story by Keissig’s Sister. 

Mrs. Helen Evarts, sister of Robert Keis- 
sig, the boy employed on the steamer Peer- 
less, was the principal witness. She began 
by describing how her brother had come 
to her home, 567 West Huron street, on New 
Year’s eve and told her of the murder. 

My brother came home pale and nerv- 
ous,” said Mrs. Evarts. He came to me 
and without greeting me said: O, Helen, I 
am in terrible trouble. I saw a man killa 
girl on the boat and he made he help him 
burn her clothes and throw her in the water.’ 
I did not place any credence in the story at 
the time, He did not go into details, any- 
way. Later my husband returned home and 
he told the same story to him. He did not 
believe the boy’s statement, either, and ac- 
cused him of telling the story to get an ex- 
cuse to come home to live.“ 

At this point the first tilt between the 
Deputy Coroner and Assistant State’s At- 
torney Carey occurred. It grew out of a 
question asked by the Deputy Coroner: 
What is your brother’s reputation for truth 
and veracity?’

Curt Reply by Policeman. 

D. Morrison, another witness called at the 
inquest, told how he was sleeping on the 
steamer Peerless when Keissig came to him 
and related the murder. He testified that he 


told Keissig to inform the police, and that 


he accompanied Keissig to the Canalport 


Avenue Police Station, where the informa- 


tion was given Lieutenant Haines. 

Policeman John O’Donnell told of going to 
the Burlington slip and finding the girl's 
body under the Ice where Keissig had shown 
When O'Donnell was asked if the 
body was found near the bow of the boat he 
answered: 

“I have been in the Police department so 
long I have not had time to learn what part 
of a boat the bow eis.“ 7 

The case was given to the jury just before 
noon, but it was nearly an hour and a half 
before a verdict was brought in. The verdict 
was as follows: 

We, the jury, find that Carrie Larson 
came to her death on Dec. 30, 1901, from 
asphyxiation by strangulation caused by the 
hands of Louis Thombs at the throat in the 
kitchen of the steamer Peerless as it lay 
alongside the dock in the Burlington slip, be- 
tween Johnson and Sangamon streets, in the 
Chicago River, about midnight Dec. 30, 1901. 

It is further found that the said Louis 
Thombs tied tightly around the neck of the 
said Carrie Larson, the deceased, a rope, 
seven feet long and three-fourths of an inch 
thick; that he carried her dead body from the 
kitchen to the gangway of the boat and 
then threw the body on the dock. He was 
then aided by one Robert Keissig in carrying 
the body along the dock for about twenty- 
five feet, where he had previously deposited 
a fender chock. He tied this fender chock 
to the loose end of the rope, and then, aided 
by said Robert Keissig, did then and there 
throw into the Chicago River, through a 
hole in the ice, the dead body of 
son. 7 
We, the jury, recommend that Louis 
Thombs, as principal, and Robert Keissig, as 
an accessory,.be held to the grand jury for 
the murder of Carrie Larson: until released 
by due process of law.“ 


_ Thombs Does Not Testify. 

Thombs spoke only once during the in- 
quest. When he was told by the Deputy 
Coroner that he did not need to testify un- 
less he wished, he rose and turned to the 
spectators. 

“I leave it to my lawyer,“ he said, and 
waved his hand toward Attorney B. M. 
Shaffner, who sat near. 

My client will not testify,“ said Attorney 
Shaffner. 

The police are well satisfied that Thombs’ 
alibi has been disproved, and they will con- 
tent themselves with investigating the 
Cedar Lake murder clew and tightening the 
evidence around Thombs in the Larson case. 

“I did not have a chance to look up the 
records of the Cedar Lake murder,“ said 
Captain Wheeler last night, but I shall try 
to do so today. It was a break on the part 
of his wife that gave us the first tip on that. 
I haven't had a chance to draw her out yet, 
but I expect to get every particle of infor- 
mation I can both on the Cedar Lake mur- 
der and the Larson case. 

“I suppose it will do little good to trivesti- 
gate Thombs’ record. We worldn't be al- 
lowed to show he has committed other 
crimes, even if we could, when the Larson 
case is tried. But I believe that Thombs Is 
a cunning, crafty fellow, and not the stolid 
rough that he looks at first glance. He is 
the strongest man for his size I ever saw. I 
believe that a few days more will show he 
has been involved in a long string of crimes 
more or less serious. He is that sort of a 
man. I believe he is a born criminal.”

Prefer the Figures of the State 
Board to Those of the Lo- 
cal Reviewers. 


COUNTY DEFENDS ITS POINT. 


Are the elevated roads of Chicago street 
or steam railways? Such was the question 
raised before Judge Tuley yesterday. 

The issue arose over the application for 
an injunction on the part of the roads to 
restrain County Clerk Knopf from levying 
taxes on the assessment made by the Cook 
County Board of Review instead of that 
made by the State Board of Equalization. 

Both bodies made assessments of the 
taxable property of these elevated roads. 
That of the Board of Review was, if any- 
thing, lower than that of the State Board 
of Equalization, except in the case of the 
Union Loop company. It is acknowledged 
on all hands that the roads will not have 
to pay taxes on both assessments, and the 
question before the court is which one is 
to stand and which to be thrown out. 

The Board of Review claimed the right 
to assess on the ground that the elevated 
roads are in the same category with the 
surface lines of the city, and the State Board 
of Equalization took jurisdiction on the 
theory that the elevated roads are similar 
to steam railways, which, under the stat- 
ute, are to be assessed by the State board. 
The roads elected to stand by the figures 
of the State board, and the original suit to 
test the matter was brought by the “ Alley 
L.“ it being incorporated under the general 
railway law of the State, and, therefore, 
having the strongest case. The other roads 
yesterday joined in the suit.

NEW LIGHT 18 REVEALED 


PRONOUNCED SUPERIOR TO IN- 
CANDESCENT LAMPS. 


Discovery in Electricity by a German 
Explained and Its Workings Demon- 
trated at Lewis Institute Before an 
Which Becomes Enthusi- 
astic—Declared to Be More Like the 
Sun’s Illumination than That Given 
by Any Other Mechanism Invented. 


A new light dawned upon several hundred 
people at Lewis Institute last night—a light 
that came from a lamp which was a contra- 
diction in itself to the previously accepted 
theories of electricians. It was neither an 
incandescent nor an arc lamp. Its light was 
dazlingly brilliant, yet it could be blown 
out like an oillamp. Shining beside a fifty- 

-eandle power incandescent light the new il- 
luminant was as much superior in efficiency | 
as a candle is to the rushlight. 5 

The demonstration yas given by Alexan- 
der J. Wurts of Pittsburg, Pa., before the 
Chicago Electrical association. The as- 
sembly hall was crowded to its doors with 
an audience that waxed enthusiastic time 
and again as the merits of the invention 
were explained. 


' Discovered by a German. 

It was the first public exhibition in Chi- 
cago of the discovery made several years 
ago by Dr. Walther Nernst, a German elec- 
triclan, of what might be described as a 
new filament for an electric lamp that takes 
the place of carbon. | 

“ Glower is the name given to the new 
filament by Mr. Wurts in his lecture. Its 
chief pecullarity is that when cold it is a non- 
conductor of electricity, but when heated 
is a perfect conductor. It is a porcelain cyl- 
inder, one inch long and not quite one-twen- 
ty-fifth of an inch in dlameter, from either 
end of which project platinum wires which 
form connections with the wires supplying 
the electric current. 


Mr. Wurts last night. He first turned on 
a current of 220 volts and the glower”’ 
remained unchanged ein its appearance. Then 
lighting a small spirit lamp Mr. Wurts pro- | 
ceeded to warm the glower in the flame. 
In half a minute it burst forth in a dazzlingly 
white light. Mr. Wurts then blew his 
breath several times upon it and the light 
faded out. 


Work of Lamp Dq@monstrated. 

Mr. Wurts explained that the lamps are 
made with one, two, three, and six glow- 
ers,“ the latter being used to light the assem- 
bly hall. Their manner of operation was 
demonstrated by turning off the current and 
leaving the hall in comparative darkness. 
Then the current was turned on again, and 
everybody watched the globes suspended 
from the ceiling. First there was a faint 
light, gradually increasing in strength, until

Schley Family Reunion. 

While Admiral Schley never before has 
visited Savannah, there were many reasons 
why he might have done so. The name 
Schley is well known to Savannah. The 
Admiral has cousins and second cousins 
all over the city. These relations have in- 
vited the Admiral and Mrs. Schley to a re- 
union dinner tomorrow evening at the resi- 
dence of Mr. and Mrs. George Schley. At 
that dinner will be Dr. and Mrs. C. C. Schley, 
Mr. and Mrs. Julian Schley, Mr and Mrs. 
John S. Schley, William Henry Schiey, C. 
C. Schley Jr., James Schley, and Larcombe 
Schley. 

For the ten days of the Admiral’s stay 
here Savannah has not progressed beyond 
this in its plans for collective entertainment. 

“It is only a friendly visit to friends 
said the Admiral tonight. I am in their 
hands. The trip from Washington was un- 
eventful beyond the delays caused by an axle 
on the locomotive running hot. We lost 
time both in Washington and in Charlotte, 
N. C., because of this.“ 

Demonstrations on Way South. 

At most of the stations along the route 
from Washington there were demonstrations 
of loyalty to the Admiral. At some of them 
handshakings were insisted upon and at all 
of them cheering was the most universal 
form of expressing loyalty to the man who 
left the fleet of Cervera on the rocks off San- 
tiago, battered, shattered, and a nesting place 
for barnacles and the creeping things of the 


sea. 

Tonight Admiral and Mrs. Schiey are set- 
tled in the great, wide colonial building 
which so long has been the home of the 
Gordons. The walle of the house are of stone, 
rising sheer from the street at the corner of 
Bull and Oglethorpe avenues. The house is 
four steries in height, built without a trace 
of exterior decoration. Inside, its wide rooms, 
looking out through square-paned windows, 
are suggestive of comfort everywhere. 

Met on Porto Rican Commission. 

Admiral Schley and General Gordon had 
never met up to the time that each was 
named to the Porto Rican commission. Gen- 
eral Gordon, who was a Brigadier of volun- 
teers, found his sympathy with Admiral 
Schley, and the Admiral’s infectious good 
nature and kindliness cemented a lasting 
friendship. 

„We sat on that commission for eight 
weeks,“ said General Gordon, and in that 
time we became friends. Mrs. Gordon was 
in Porto Rico for part of the time, and while 
she was there Admiral Schley promised us 
a visit. It has been delayed until now. As 
a visit it has no relation whatever to the tour 
which the Admiral is to make, starting 
from Washington about Jan. 24.“ 

Something of the conservatism of Sa- 
vannah, which is so universally throwing its 
good will at the feet of Admiral Schley, may 
be gathered from the makeup of the Chath- 
am Artillery, which fired the Admiral’s sa- 
lute in his honor this afternoon. The his- 
tory of the battery dates back 117 years, and 
alongside the three-inch gun which fired the 
salute were two bronze pieces, called the 
Washington guns, so named because they 
were given by President George Washing- 
ton to the original battery. These guns were 
taken from Cornwallis at the fall of York- 
town, and the British coat of arms may still 
be distinguished upon them. 


SCHLEY HOSTESS A CHICAGOAN. 


Mrs. Gordon Was Born in This City 
in the 30s ofa Pioneer 
Family. 


In the person of Mrs. W. W. Gordon, a 
daughter of Chicago is the hostess of Rear 
Admiral and Mrs. Schley during their visit 
in Savannah, Ga. Mrs. Gordon, as Miss 
Eleanor Lyttle Kinzie, was one of Chicago's 
belles a half-century ago. Her grandfather, 
John Kinzie, came to Chicago in 1804 from 
Parc aux Vaches. When this trapper ani 
fur trader took up his home in one of the 
four hunters’ cabins then constituting the 
city at the head of the lake waters, Mrs. 
Gordon's father, John H. Kinzie, was not 
yet at the age when children nowadays play 
with building blocks. As the infant von 
grew to childhood and youth he could sit on 
the piazza of the family home and see the 
Indian canoes flashing up and down the 


river. 
Kinzie married Miss 


Colonel John H. 
Juliette A. Magill at Middletown, Conn., in 
1830, and after being hurried about the coun- 
try in the government service they returned 
to Chicago in 1884. The home of the son ani 
his wife was at the northeast corner of Cass 
and Illinois streets, and its hospitality was 
proverbial. It was in Chicago a few years 
later that Eleanor Kinzie was born. 

Miss Kinzie in due time went East to re- 
ceive her education. She was one of the 
young women attending Miss Ely's school 
near New Haven. Mr. Gordon was then an 
undergraduate at Yale. The two met and 
their letters became frequent. In 1854 Mr. 
Gordon left Yale as a graduate. His visits 
to Chicago were frequent, amd in 1857 the 
young couple were married. They went at 
once to the South, and there they were, the 
husband being an extensive cotton planter, 
when the civil war opened. . 

With the outbreak and the fall of Sumter 
Mrs, Gordon cast her sympathies. with the 
South. In the North three of her brothers. 
John Kinzie, George H. Kinzie, and Arthur 
M. Kinzie, fought for the union. 

Mrs. Gordon's husband went to the front 
as a Lieutenant of the Georgia Hussars. He 
was wounded at the battle at Lovejoy Sta- 
tion and came out with a Captain's straps. 
Mrs. Gordon then was one of the ministering 
angelg. of the South. Many stories are told 
of her courage in those days. At one period 
she was caught within the Northern lines 
with two of her children: By intervention 
at Washington she was allowed to proceed 
home. But that was in the wer days when 
brother fought brother. 


ican war Brigadier General Gordon was one 
of the first volunteers to report for service. 
Coming from Florida after the Spanish fleet 
had been destroyed, Mrs. Gordan encoun- 
tered a hospital train bearing scores of the 
sick from the front and the Southern camps. 
She at once assumed charge of the train. 
At every station her purse bought milk, 
frult, and delicacies. When Savannah was 
reached she had those boys who were not 
expected to survive removed to her own 
home on Oglethorpe avenue, and the family 
mansion for days served as a private hos- 
pital, 

In the archives of the Chicago 
society rests the sketch of the Kinzie fam- 
ily as written by Mrs. Gordon's mother. It 
was presented to the organization in 1877 by 
Mrs. Gordon. Probably the most noted of 
early books written in Chicago was Wau- 
bun, or the Barly Days in the Northwest,” 
written by Mrs. Gordon's mother, Juliette 
A. Kinzie. Mrs. Gordon has revised this 
work, has written an extended introduction, 
and next week a new edition is to issue from 
the preeses of Rand, McNally & Co. 

Mrs. Gordon has been an ardent partisan 
of Admiral Schley during the daye of 
court of inquiry.

PERMANENT BUREAU IN FAVOR. 


House Discusses Hopkins’ Plan for Cen- 
sus Office—Present Clerks May 
Be Transferred. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 10.—[Special.]— 
After an all-day debate in the House on 
the Hopkins bill to create a permanent cen- 
sus bureau the matter was recommitted to 
permit the addition of a provision placing 
the present employés under civil service so 
they could be transferred to other depart- 
ments. 

In introducing’ his bill Mr. Hopkins said 
that 3,480 clerks had been employed in the 
bureau, 2,700 being still employed. If the 
pending bill passed, he said, the force would 
be reduced this year to 800, next year to 
750, in 1905 to 240, and thereafter until 1910 
to 200. He was besieged by members, who 
wanted to know the status of the present 
clerks in the event of the passage of the 
bill. 

E the bill passed, Mr. Hopkins said, it 
was hoped the other departments could 
absorb the present temporary clerks. They 
could then be placed under the protection 
of the civil service and transferred to other 
departments. If the bill were 
promptly clerks, by executive order, could 
be made eligible for transfer. 

While the general sentiment was in favor 
of a permanent bureau there was strong 
opposition to the bill as drawn, on the 
ground that it was not well matured. There 
also was an overwhefming demand for a 
provision to place the present employés 
of the Census bureau under the protection 
of the civil service law, and the bill finally 
was recommitted with instructions to re- 
port back a bill containing a plan for a de- 
tailed organization of a permanent bureau, 

The fight to recommit was made under the 
leadership of Mr. Burkett of Nebraska, the 
new member of the Appropriations com- 
mittee. 

A bill was passed unanimously to give Mra. 
McKinley the free mailing privilege during 
the remainder of her life. The House then 
adjourned until Monday. 


QUITS PAN-AMERICAN CONGRESS 


Ex-Senator Davis, United States Dele- 
gate to City of Mexico Conference, 
Starts for Home. 


Mexico City, Mexico, Jan. 10.—Ex-Senator 
H. G. Davis, chairman of the United States 
delegation of the international conference, 
who left for Washington tonight, took leave 
of the conference at this morning’s session 
in a brief speech, saying in part: 

“It is pleasant to think that the work of 
this conference appears to be approaching 
an end. Among the projects adopted are 
the reports of the Pan-American Railway 
and Banking committee to which I was as- 
signed. Enough has been accomplished to 
assure us that muck good will come to the 
American republics as a result of the second 
Pan-American conference. 3 

Among the achievements of this confer- 
ence a plan of arbitration has been sub- 
stantially agreed upon that is a long step 
towards preserving peace and settling dis- 
putes between American republics. 

“The adoption of The Hague treaty was a 
step in advance of any previously taken by 
the nations of the world and clearly showed 
that civilized man everywhere wishes to 
avoid war if possible. 

A number of measures have been and 
others will be adopted by this conference by 
which the republics of America will be 
brought closer together, and by which their 
general welfare will be advanced. By the 
construction of the Pan-American railway 
it is belleved commercial and friendly rela- 
tions will be increased and delegates to the 
next conference can come together in a more 
convenient and economical way.” 

Sefior Carbo of Ecuador presented a mo- 
tion to the effect that the conference rec- 
ognizes the services of Mr. Davis and re- 
grets his departure. This motion was sec- 
onded by Sefior Chavero of Mexico, Blest- 
gney of Chile, General Reyes of Colombia, 
and carried unanimously.

LAKE SHORE LINE IN COURT. 


Cleveland, O., Jan. 10.— [Special. I— The 
Euclid Avenue Trust and Savings company 
made an assignment today to Attorney 
Frank H. Ginn, whose bond was fixed at 
$250,000. The President of the bank Is H. C. 
Brainerd, while C. H. Stewart is Secretary 
and Treasurer. A branch of the institution 
at 2800 Euclid avenue closed at the same 
time. The officers say depositors will not 
lose a cent. 

The failure is not generally ascribed to 
the Everett-Moore syndicate troubles, al- 
though the effects of the latter failure upon 
the local security market added to the bur- 
dens of the bank. It cannot be ascertained 
that the institution was a heavy holder of 
syndicate securities, and thelr troubles are 
known to antedate the Everett-Moore crash. 

It is stated the bank carried $120,000 in the 
securities of the Detroit and Toledo line, 
which recently passed into the hands of re- 
ceivers. 

Henry Everett is a director of the Euclid 
Avenue Trust and Savings company, but it 
was stated today he never negotiated a loan 
from the institution. The same authority 
says E. W. Moore has secured personal loans 
from the company, but that the same were 


fully secured. | 
Tells Cause of Failure. : 
Mr. Ginn made a statement, saying the 
bank has been unable to realize upon its 
assets rapidly enough to meet the unusual 
demands which have been made upon it re- 
cently. He said: 7 
“The bank has liquidated during the last 
three months from $1,200,000 to $1,400,000 


continue the liquidation under the orders of 
the court.“ 

The Euclid Avenue Trust and Savings com- 
pany was organized in 1895 with a capital 
stock of $200,000. Less than two years ago 
it secured a new charter, added a trust de- 
partment, and increased its capita] stock to 
$500,000. It gained in deposits from August, 
1900, to August, 1901, over $750,000. It has 
$100,000 deposited with the State Treasurer 
to guarantee its trust business. 

Charles H. Stewart, Secretary of the Sav 
ings company, was also Treasurer of the San- 
dusky interurban trolley system, an Everett- 
Moore property. The closed bank carried a 
balance said to approximate $40,000 for this 
road. The stock of the bank has sold as 
high as 137% and was quoted today at 115. | 

The Ecluid Avenue company was the only 
banking institution in the city besides the 
Dime Savings Bank to adopt the sixty days’ 
notice of withdrawal rule when the an- 
nouncement of the syndicate troubles pre- 
cipitated a run on the dime bank. Heavy 
withdrawals prior to that date were assigned 
as the cause of the adoption of this rule, 
there being no evidences ofa run at the time.

UNION NEGROES NOT WANTED. 


Federation of Labor Com- 
pelled to Desist by Meridian, Miss., 
Business-Men. 


Meridian, Miss., Jan. 10.—[{Special.]— 
F. Ceilley of St. Louis, a general organizer 
for the American Federation of Labor, has 
been compelled to cease his efforts to or- 
ganize negro laborers of Meridian into local 
unions. 

Ceilley began his work here last week or- 
ganizing whites and negroes into separate 
unions. When his purpose became known he 
was waited upon by a prominent railroad 
man, who, handed him a written warning to 
desist. The warning was signed by E. E. 
Spinks, Mayor, and twenty-one prominent 
business-men. 

Cellley was told plainly that if he per- 
sisted in organizing the negroes into labor 
unions he would be compelled to leave town. 
He accepted the warning and is now working 
among the whites only. Referring to the 
matter today, he said: 

I have been traveling in the Southern 
States eleven weeks, and this is the first time 
I have run up against anything of this kind. 
In Memphis, Little Rock, Jonesboro, and 
Vicksburg I organized unions composed 
wholly of negroes. They worked as car- 
place was there any objection of kind 
raised here.

Mariana,” the one play in 
Mrs: Campbell's repertory the first produc- 
tion of which was awaited in a fever of the 
most acute, almost painful, expectancy by 
hundreds of women, was given its first pro- 
duction in Amertca at the Grand Opera- 
House last night. it was a great night in 
more than one respect. Kverything com- 
bined to make the performance a grand suc- 
cess. The house was crowded, the over- 
whelming majority of the audience consist- 
ing of women; the display of gowns by Mrs. 
Campbell and the other feminine members 
of her company was wonderful, and it would 
take the genius of a literary Worth or Felix 
to give an adequate idea of the beauty and 
gorgeousness of the costumes, the dazzling 
spiendor of the jewels worn on that occa- 
sion. Everything eise seemed to grow dim 
and pale by the side of that glittering array 
of finery, and the enthusiasm of a large per- 
centage of the audience seemed to exhaust 
itself in the admiration of that magnificent 
display. 
— 

But, after all, there were enough there 
who apprectated the brilliant acting of Mrs. 
Campbell, who carried off the honors of the 
night. Last night’s performance was not 
only a triumph of the dressmaker and jew- 
elér; it was also an artistic success as far 
as Mrs. Campbell was concerned. She 
played the difficult and exacting part of 
Mariana as if it had been written expressly 
for her, with all that remarkable versatility 
of temperament and expression which she 
commands and which that N part re- 
quires. 

She went through the whole scale of hu- 
man emotions, from the most subtle flutter- 
ings of a maiden’s loving rt to the most 
terrific passion of a despaiffmig woman, who 
has chosen between love and duty, and, when 
it is too late, discovers that the duty which 
she has chosen in a moment of anguish, is 
too heavy for her and that there is but one 
way to save her from dishonor, death. 

The play was not written for Mrs. Camp- 
bell, but it is fairly safe to say that there 
are not many women on the English or 
American stage at the present time who 
could play the part of Mariana as well as 
she. Particularly during the first and second 
act, where the tragical element does not pre- 
ponderate and where Mariana seems to be 
but a beautiful coquette who plays with the 
hearts of her numerous admirers like a cat 
with the mouse, Mrs. Campbell was admir- 
ably brilliant. No less remarkable was her 
acting in the scene in the third act where she 
discovers that Daniel is the son of the man 
who betrayed her mother. The climax was 
reached in the last act, in her scene with Don 
Pablo, and particularly in the final scene 


‘with Pablo and Montoya, where her death 


by the hand of Pablo violently ends the fatal 
conflict of her soul.

The play was written by José Echegaray, 
the Spanish playwright, and was adapted 
for the English stage by James Monteith 
Graham. It was bought by Daly three. 
years ago for Ada Rehan, to be brought 
out in New York. For some reason, however, 
the play was not performed, although it 
had been rehearsed and advertised. Daly 
held the right of production for some time, 
but wnen he forfeited it, a little over two 
years ago, Mrs. Campbell bought it. It was 
first produced by her in June, 1901, at the 
Royal Theater in London, where it had a 
successful run of three months. It was al- 
ways considered Mrs. Campbell's best play 
and her acting in the part of Mariana re- 
ceived the unreserved praise of the We 
critics. 


There is but one thing in that play which, 
to some extent, mars the symmetry of its 
effect. It is one-sided. The part of Mariana 
stands out in solitary grandeur, almost the 
exclusive center of interest in the entire play. 
It is a one-star play of the most approved 
pattern, and even in the most important 
ensemble scenes the other characters of 
the play never rise to the importance which, 
by right, should be theirs. Even Daniel and 
Don Pablo, who, with Mariana, act the great 
tragic scenes of the play, never fully assert 
their position. They are simply overwhelmed 
by the dramatic power and solitary grandeur 
of Mariana’s part. Mr. Waring tried his best 
to assert himself in the part of Montoya, but 
did not often succeed. Mr. Davenport, as 
Don Pablo, was even in a worse position. 
He had to contend with the additional diff

If this series of Historical concerts served 
no purpose other than the bringing again 
forcibly to our attention the unchanging, un- 
surpassed beauty of the classics in music’s 
literature, it would be justified and given to 
good purpose. Living in an age of over- 
e the sen- 
sational and the big are the chief fruits of 
the search after something new, we are apt 
to forget in our constant listening to novel- 
ties just how completely satisfying the no- 
bility, the purity, and the comparative sim- 
plicity of the classics can be. 

Mozart and Schubert never sounded more 
beautiful, more interesting, more masterly 
than they did yesterday, Weber again dem- 
onstrated his strength and enduring worth, 
and even Spohr and Lachner, though they 
seemed a bit old-fashioned and faded, never- 
theless had much to tell that was agreeable 
to Hsten to. It was an afternoon when 
psy chological, pathological, and ethical prob- 
lems in music remained afar off—music for 
music’s sake was the motto of the concert, 
and a more potent preachment of the un- 
perishable worth of that motto than Mr.

AMERICAN TO BE INDEPENDENT. 


President Johnson Says He Knew Noth- 
ing of Spalding’s Scheme to Revo- 
lutionize Baseball, 


„Most assuredly I believe in organized 
baseball, said President Johnson yester- 
day. It is the foundation of the game. 
The American league has always believed 
in organized baseball, and we are going 
to give the public plenty of it. We are in 
position now to go ahead and organize base- 
ball on broader lines than ever before, and 
we will do it without the assistance of any 

disrupted National league, too.’’ 

This broad statement of the American 
league’s platform and future policy came 
out of a discussion of the National league 
situation and the Spalding policy as indi- 
cated by the disclosure of his efforts to rid 
the game of undesirable elements by the 
option route last fall. ‘ 

Peace? No, we are not looking for 
peace. We have found it. The war is over, 
for we have no opponent. The National 
league has been licked out of its boots, and 
every one of the magnates has admitted it 
—some of them publicly and the others to 
their friends. We will produce an organ- 
ization that will command the respect of 
the public and afford protection and a fair 
representation to all the interests identified 
with the game. Certainly, we expect har- 
mony with the National league, and will 
protect their interests effectually when they 
effect an organization of their own forces. 
We t protect them against themselves, 
and at present they have no organization 
that can be recognized as the National 
league.“ 

Tou would make a minor leaghe of the 
National?” was asked. 

We won't have to, he continued. It ig 
a minor league already. The proof is found 
in the way its clubs are signing minor 
league players every day—each one a star, of 
course, in his clags, but still an undevel- 
oped minor-leaguer.”’ 

President Johnson declined to discuss at 
any length the Spalding case or the original 
plan to secure options on the several fran- 
chises, alleging ignorance of Spalding's ulti- 
mate purpose in the affair. Upon the matter 
of what agreement had existed between 
himself and Spalding he was even less com- 
municative. 

In the talks which I have had with Mr. 
Spalding.“ he said, he has never repre- 
sented the National league. He has acted 
merely as an individual, though he may 
have represented individual members of the 
league. Our discussions were along the 
lines of securing peace, but there could be 
nothing definite about it under the circum- 
stances, I presume if he had obtained the 
power to act there would have been some 
definite proposition made. 

“As to his option business, he would not 
have been likely to discuss it with me, 
would he? Not until the plans had been 
further developed, at least. And, as I un- 
derstand from the statements published, the 
matter did not progfess far enough to dis- 
close his ultimate plans to any of the mag- 
nates before it was sidetracked by the 
Brush-Freedman combine. At least, Brush 
and Freedman did no seem to understand 
the matter. e |

The experience of the Hlinols Central rall- 
road with a short, crooked piece of track 
gouth of Carbondale, III., carries a lesson for 
railroad men who are trying to minimize 
accidents and wrecks.

How the Block System Works. | 
The block system operates by a method 
not entirely dissimilar to that used by the 
Miller automatic cab signal, with which an 
experiment will be made by the Chicago and 
* Bastern IIlinois railroad. The method 
transmitting the current is the same, | 
“If traffic is heavy on a road.“ said Mr. 
han, “the electric system is not too 
expensive to use. The Illinois Central has 
used it on the suburban service as far as 
Kensington since 1893, and as far as Kanka- 
kee for the last four or five years. It is 
used also on a bit of crooked track in south- 
ern Illinois where there were a number of 
accidents. It was a bad piece of track until 
the automatic system was installed. Since 
then we have not had an accident.

TRIPLE TRAGEDY FOLLOWS 
ATTEMPT TO EXTORT MONEY. 


Husband Shoots Wife, Who Refused to 
Give Him Cash, Wounds Her Sister, 
and Then Commits Suicide. 


Galesburg, III., Jan. 10.—[ Special. }—Because 
his wife would not give him money, Edward 
Cheney shot and dangerously wounded the 
woman and his sister, Mrs. Lettie Goshorn, 
and then blew his own brains out. 

The tragedy was enacted in front of a 
boarding-house into which the two women 
had moved during the day. 

Cheney had not lived with his wife since 
last spring, but she occasionally gave him 
money, which he usually spent in dissipa- 
tion. The husband went to see his wife this 
evening and she admitted him to the house. 
There were present Mes. Cheney, her sister, 
and Mrs, John Potts. Cheney demanded 
money from his wife, and on her refusing 
he seized her. Mrs. Goshorn interfered in 
the scuffle and parted the two. 

The man eatened to kill the two women 
and they ran from the house to summpn the 
police. Cheney, pulling a revolver, followed 
and when they reached the street walk fired 
two shots, one of which struck his wife in 
the back and the other broke Mrs. Goshorn's 
arm and entered her left side. . 

Mrs. Goshorn ran screaming back throug 
the house, Cheney also reéntered the house, 
and Mrs. Potts pleaded that he spare her. 

Standing tn the kitchen doorway, Cheney 
put the revolver to his head and fired a bullet 
through his brain. He sank dead in the 
doorway. 

The wounded women were taken to the 
hospital. Their wounds are dangerous and 
the doctors will not venture an opinion as 
to the outcome. Mrs. Goshorn is the more 
| dangerously injured. 

Cheney several years ago served a term in 
the Joliet penitentiary for robbery, and sev- 
eral times since then has been under arrest. 
He has frequently threatened to kill him- 
gelf and wife. Of late he has been in Ke- 
wanee and arrived here only today.

Henry Loomis Nelson Dectares the Most 
Useful Citizen Is the Idealist, te 
Whom Practical Men Take Second 
Place—Discredits the Statement That | 
It Is a Duty to Attend Primaries — 
Anti-Slavery Singers Remembered 
While Politicians Are Forgotten. 


Henry Loomis Nelson of Washington, D. 
C., who addressed the Twentieth Century 
club last night at the residence of Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles L. Raymond, 2239 Calumet 
avenue, advanced some original ideas on 
citizenship. His subject was Ethus and 
the State.“ He looks to the idealist and the 
dreamer for the safety, welfare, and psogress 
of the state. 

It was new to a Chicago audience, Usten- 
ing to an address on ethics, to hear the senti- 
ment that it is the duty of every good citi- 
zen to attend the primaries discredited, Mr. 
Nelson said the teachers who speak thus 
assume too much. Every citizen, he be- 
lieves, must be his own judge in the duties of | 
citizenship, and it may be that his duty to his 
family or his neighbors is more important 
than duty to the state. | 

Be Unlike Other Men. 

One of the first duties of a good citizen,”’ 
said Mr. Nelson, “is to disobey the rules 
that would model the individual after a pat- 
tern. The first thing is to throw off the 
party yoke and affiliations that will make a 
man like other men. The most useful man 
is the idealist, and the practical man who 


secondary importance. 

“ The idealist steers his ship by the north 
star, the practical man discovers the rocks 
by running his ship upon them. The man 
in private station is often the man who per- 
forms the ideal public service. Among the 
chief benefactors of society in every com- 
munity are those who do not succeed in the 
ordinary sense of the word. 

The state that does not advance will die, 
but this does not necessarily mean that the 
advance must be in increase of territory or 
any physical resource. Efficiency is not the 
noblest end of government. The state will 
advance most rapidly when its citizens have 
larger opportunities and fewer restraints. 
Our own state is advancing when it is pro- 
gressing toward the ideals of the republic 
on which it is founded. The first demand 
made by democracy is that the citizen know 
the state. 

Dreamers Out, Husks Left. 

“The names of the anti-slavery singers 
are remembered long after the names of 
the politiclans of the day are forgotten. 
When you have taken the hopes and aspira- 
tions of the dreamers out of government you 
have left but a dry and empty husk, 

He is the best citizen who is holding up 
the ideal. The idealist is the most useful 
and important of our citizens, and the things 
of which he is talking and dreaming today 
will come to be things that are. If it were 
not so we should not bea republic today, and 
the slaves would still be fettered.”

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‘WILLIAM L. ALDEN’S LONDON LETTER 
"REVIEWING NEW BOOKS OF THE SEASON.

ONDON, Dec. 23.— The book season is 
fearly over, and booksellers are com- 
plaining that the market has been 
flooded. It is an old complaint. This 
season an enormous quantity of novels 


2 has been published, but as the vast majority 


of them could never have been sold in any 
circumstances there is no reason to complain 
that the market has been overstocked. Near- 
ly all the important books that were an- 
nounced for publication this season have ap- 
put the stream of novels that no one 
will ever read and that ought never to have 
found a publisher will continue for a fort- 
night more, A books that were ready 
for publication been postponed until 
spring—among them Mr. Douglas Sladen’s 
In Bictly,” of whieh I spoke last week. 
That, of course, is due tothe fact that they 
were not ready until the season was too far 
advanced. I hear of ou one or two novels 
that are écheduied for publication in the 
spring séason which can be regarded as im- 
portant. 
The mystery of the publication of such in- 
ordinae quantities of worthless novels has 
never deen solved. Possibly the authors 
‘begr the @xpense of publication, but this is 
not probabie. Occasionally an author has so 
much confidence in the merit of his pr her 
book that after it has been rejected by all the 
publishers ide author still has the courage 
6 place Hon the market. But the number 
of authors who do this is, I believe, small. 
It must be that publishers as a rule are the 
most Denévolent of men, and are willing to 
publish books merely to please the authors, 
and with the moral certainty that the books 
will ‘Never repay the cost of production. I 
have never personally met with that sort of 
publisher, but if he does not exist how shall 
We account for the publication of hundreds 
of novels that are without a single merit? 
So far as 1 cam learn, the author of a new 
novel who is wholly unknown is reasonably 
sure Of finding a publisher who will publish 
the hook and pay from £10 to £30 in advance 
8 acount of royalty. In nine cases in ten 
the publisher never recoups himself, but that 
es not discourage him in the least. The old 
that the publisher is the enemy of 
Wers is manifestly wrong.

Life of Stevenson has easily borne the 
palm of popularity. Mr. Stanley Weyman’s 
Count Hannibal has been weil received, 
as has also Mr. Munro's “‘ Shoes of Fortune. 
On the whole it has been an excellent season 
for readers, whatever may be the publishers’ 
view of it. 


One of the oddest things of the day is Mr. 
Mallock's conversion to the theory that Ba- 
con wrote everything of any consequence in 
English literature, and that he confessed 
the fact in cipher. Mr. Mallock used to be a 
man of decided wit, for did he not write 
“The New Republic,” and a story of a 
Positivist professor who was cast on a 
desert island with a young woman? Where 
is his wit now, that he should not be able to 
perceive the wild absurdity of the cipher 
theory? In his article inthe Nineteenth 
Century he actually makes Bacon confess 
in his wonderful cipher that he was the 
author of writings that had no existence 
until years after his death. Literary men oc- 
casionally do extraordinary things, but Mr. 
Mallock’s conversion to the Baconian theory 
is the most unexpected and inexplicable thing 
that has happened in a longtime. Of course 
he will go on from bad to worse. A man 
who believes that Bacon wrote Shakspeare's 
and Jonson's and Marlowe's plays, and a 
dozen other important things, and that he 
wove a cipher into these alleged writings 
which proves anything that you choose to 
make it prove, will undoubtedly become a 
Christian Scientist, a believer in a flat earth, 
and an advocate of the theory that all Eng- 
Ushmen are Jews of one of the lost tribes. 


Mr. Henley’s mistake in writing, as he 
has done, of Stevénson seems to awake 
more and more bitter hostility every day. 
The Saturday Review belabors him with its 
heaviest cudgel, and does not hesitate to 
characterize his article in the Pall Mall 
Magazine in words which would sting the 
hide of a rhinoceros. Punch also has joined 
in the fray and cruelly burlesques Mr. Hen- 
ley’s unfortunate article. Mr. Sidney Col- 
vin, who, although he declined to write the 
life of Stevenson, is busily engaged on what 
he calls a study of Stevenson, is, it is under- 
stood, preparing an answer to Mr. Henley. 
Meanwhile those who know Mr. Henley as- 
sert that, in reply to the severe criticism 
which he has received, he is determined to 
write another and still severer article. It is 
to be hoped that this is a mistake. No pos- 
sible good could be done by a renewed at- 
tack on the memory of Stevenson, and the 
only result would be to make Mr. Henley the 
most unpopular man in England. 8 

It appears that the Custom-House has 
taken upon itself the duties of a censor of 
books. Recently the Custom-House seized 
and confiscated over fifty copies of books by 
the late Guy de Maupassant, on the alleged 
ground that they were dangerous to the 
morals of the British public. Of course, this 
sagt of thing will not long be endured. The 
idea that the British Custom-House is tosay 
what books the British public shall or shall 
not read is intolerable. The selection of De 
Maupassant’s books as fit subjects for pro- 
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hibition, while D’ Annunzio’s books are freely 
admitted, is ridiculous. No one has yet 
thought of a possible explanation of this 
Custom-House hostility to De Maupassant. 
May it not be that certain women writers, 
whose stock in trade is what is discreetly 
called the sex problem,“ have feared the 
rivalry of De Maupassant. and have there- 
fore induced the Custom-House authorities 
to refuse admission to De Maupassant’s 
stories? If all French novels could be kept 
out of England the English women writers 
concerning the sex problem would have 
things all their own way, and persons wish- 
ing to read stories more or less improper 


theory seems to be a plausible one, since it is 
hardly conceivable that Custom-House offi- 
cers would, without prompting from some 
one, suddenly undertake to exercise literary 
censorship. 


Sir Hiram Maxim has a noticeable article 


in Black and White in which he maintains 


that a successful flying machine must be 
heavier than the air and depend solely upon 
its motor. No one who has really studied 
aeronautics can seriously believe that a fly- 
ing machine, which is simply a balloon fitted 
with a motor, can successfully navigate the 
air, excepting during the intervals of perfect 
calm. This fact, however, is just now com- 
pletely ignored by the great majority of peo- 
ple. They have noticed that M. Santos-Du- 
mont has steered a balloon when there was 
little or no wind, and they have jumped to 
the conclusion that the problem of the flying 
machine has been solved. The enthusiastic 
reception given here the other day to M. 
Santos-Dumont was an expression of the be- 
lief that he has really solved the problem. 
Sir Hiram Maxim's article is a timely re- 
minder of the truth; and of all scientific in- 
ventors now living he is the one who can 
speak with the best authority upon flying 
machines. His own flying machine has nev- 
er been pushed to the point of success, but 
there can be no doubt that he is on the right 
path, and that M. Santos-Dumont is on th 


wrong path. 


Mr. Barry Pain is a many-sided man. He 
is as clever as a humorist as he is as a 
writer of serious stories, and the man who 
knows him only in one capacity knows 
little of him. He recently published a vol- 
ume entitled De Omnibus,“ in which' a 
London bus conductor discoursed with a 
humor that was simply delicious. Now he 
has published a volume of “ Stories in the 
Dark,“ which are calculated to make one’s 
flesh creep. I do not know of any one since 
Poe who can write of the ghastly and super- 
natural as Barry Pain can write. Take the 
stories in this volume. Possibly they are 
no more ingenious in their conception than 
certain other ghost stories that have been 
written. But there is a weird atmosphere 
about them that no one but Mr. Pain can 
give us. Considered merely as stories that 
compel the attention of the reader, they are 
admirable, but considered as the work of an 
artist, they are nearly perfect. Mr. Pain 
has written many things, but I doubt if he 
has showed in any of his previous writings 
the artistic delicacy and mastery of method 
that he has shown in this volume. 
I was amused to notice in one of Mr. Tom 
Gallon’s recent books the wonderfully close 
imitation which he gives of Dickens. This 
has often been remarked of Mr. Gallon's 
books, and invariably as a fault. But, after 
all, why should not a writer have the right 
frankly to imitate another writer of a 
former generation? If we cannot have new 
books by Dickens, why should we deny to 
people who cannot perfectly discriminate 
between the original and an imitation the 
pleasure of reading Dickens at second-hand? 
There are thousands of people who find in 
Mr. Gallon's Dickensian fiction all the charm 
that we find in Dickens himself. The uncon- 
scious imitator may be beyond excuse, but 
the man who frankly imitates can produce 
substantial arguments in his defense. This 
a paradox, but it sounds plau- 
sible. 


There is to he a romance of a coherent and 
intelligible nature constructed out of the 
materials to be found in Borrow's Laven- 
gro and.“ The Romany Rye.“ Mr. 
Thomas Secombe is to do the work, and the 
result is to be the story of Isopel Berners. 
Even the lovers of Borrow must admit that 
he had a most exasperating habit of giving 
his readers glimpses of romance and then 
suddenly turning to something else, and 
leaving the reader to disappointment. By 
far the most interesting episode in Laven- 
gro is that of which Isopel Berners is the 
heroine, but the book ends without giving 
us much more.than a glimpse of that at- 
tractive young woman... In “ The Romany 
Rye there is more to be learned of her, 
and Mr. Seccmbe has. had the idea—more 
or less happy—of piecing together the va- 
rious fragments concerning Isopel Berners, 
and making thereby a consistent story. I 
wish him every success in his undertaking. 
If one could read Borrow written by some 
one elise it would be @ pleasure. Borrow’s 
books written exclusively by Borrow cer- 
tainly tire all but the boldest of us.

Two summers, 
while escaping from the heat of the Indian 
plains, were spent among the higher 
Himalayas. They made the ascent two 
peaks never before visited, the Skoro la Circle 
and Koser Gunge. | 

_ Mountaineeering in the Himalayas is quite 
a different thing from mountain climbing in 
Switzerland. There are no villages and rest- 
houses within a few hours’ distance from the 
summits. The mountaineer must go, fully 
provided with camp outfit, many days’ march 
beyond even semi-savage villages, into the 
savage and trackless waste. And then the 
noses of these peaks rest upon buttresses 
that are higher than the summit of Mont 
Blanc. And often more difficult and more 
trying than all else are the caprices of the 
half barbarous coolies, on whom they have to 
rely for transport. Any notion that the 
Himalayas are easy mountains to ascend is 
declared to be a delusion. Any who think 
differently should go there and for 
themselves.“ 

The summit of Mount Bullock Workman, 
which they recahed one morning at 10, 
o' clock, four hours from their camp, was 
19,450 feet. We ate our breakfast with 
good appetites, and except for some head- 
ache and loss of breath on sudden exertion, 
suffered in o way from the altitude.“ Hav- 
ing named the peak Mount Bullock Work- 


man, they left their cards, with name and 


record of ascent, a glass jar, at the highest 


point. The top Was so narrow that not more 


than two persons cOuM stand abreast on it. 
Leaning over the edge on one side they could 
look down a perpendicular precipice several 
thousand feet. Just before them, acrogs the 
valley, they had in full view from its glacier 
to its summit, Mount Gusor, 20,602 feet.

All the 
four winds of heaven seemed wrestling with 
them. Time enough to stamp their halt 
frozen feet triumphantly on the topmost 
peak, but no time to linger. . ies 

From the start that morning to their re- 
turm to their highest encampment was thir- 
teen hours. And they two, Mr. and Mrs. 
Workman, were the first who ever burst 
into that superlative reaim. . | 

It is a great mistake, says Mr. Workman, 
for mountain climbers to indulge, as is so 
often done, in alcoholic Stimulants; their 
power of endurance is certain to be im- 
paired by it, and they are more likely to fail 
under prolonged effort. Special attention 
should be paid to the diet. It should be a 
cardinal rule with Alpinists to keep their 
mental powers at all times during an ex- 
pedition in the best possible condition. High- 
ly seasoned foods should be avoided. For 
special occasions the food that offers the 
greatest amount of nourishment in the 
smallest possible bulk should be selected. 
Good beef and mutton, preferably roasted, 
fulfill those conditions in the highest degree. 
Among vegetables fully ripened peas and 
beans take the lead. Plain cheese, particular- 
ly Edam and Gruyere, proved especially 
valuable. These are all easily digested and 
supply a concentrated nutriment that con- 
serves the bodily strength and temperature 
to a far greater degree than any. stimulant 
can possibly do.“ The much praised beef 
extracts, it is declared, do not possess a tithe 
of the nutriment of good meat.

Those who associate the name of Richard 
Watson Gilder only with the Century maga- 
zine, or with the temperate sonnet, are 
liable to underestimate the virility and en- 
thusiasm of his mind. The magazine ap- 
pears to be so singularly well regulated, 
and the sonnets to be so virtuous, discreet, 
and excellent that the mind in search of 
what may be termed literary adventure 
turns from them without interest of a keen 
sort. To all such Mr. Gilder's Poems and 
Inscriptions *’ will be à fine and stirring sur- 
prise. There is not a jaded line in the book; 
there is not one note of oversophistication. 
That perennial young which we desire in 
our poets—and losing which marks the 
end of poethood—is apparent on every page. 
The attitude toward life appears to be 
hearty, affectionate, simple, and sweet. This 
may not be a surprise to every one, but the 
reviewer is frank to confess that it was so 
to him. Something more of the academic 
spirit was expected, something not so fresh, 
so kind, and so gay. Read, by way of il- 
lustratton, these lines entitled Summer 
Begins:

Professor Hugo Munsterberg in his “‘Amer- 
ican Traits ’’ has endeavored to perform the 
double patriotic service of reconciling the 
American and the German—or, to speak more 
particularly, he has endeavored to explain 
the German to the American and to show 
the American how he looks to rman eyes. 
Professor Munsterberg takes his mission of 
peacemaker rather seriously, which is, of 
course, none the worse for the mission, for 
even if the American were willing to en- 
dure jocularity upon the subject of his na- 
tional peculiarities, it is doubtful if the Ger- 
man would consent to be frivolous in this 
direction. Professor Munsterberg under- 
stands American men and their. motives 
well. He has gone far below the surface and 
discovered that idealism, which is such an 
essential concomitant of our being as in- 
dividuals and as a nation, and he knows how 
to explain that mingled arrogance and hu- 
mility with which we bear ourselves before 
the nation. He is fair to our educational 
achievements, too—a difficult thing’ for a 
German university man to be—and when 
he points out our shortcomings he hits upon 
actual and not imaginary failings. 

The American woman Professor Munster- 
berg does not understand so well as he does 
her faithful servitor, the American man. 
Nor does he justify by argument the German 
prejudices in regard to woman, which he is 
pleased to set forth as ideals. He seems 
not to understand the aspiration of the best 
of the American women. He has missed the 
ethical secret of her being; he has failed to 
understand her own view of her responsi- 
bilities. He does not even appear to under- 
stand the mental attitude of the two sexes 
toward each other in this country. This 
marks his only failure. Otherwise the book 
is instructive, reconciling, patriotic, and 
broad-spirited. Professor Munsterberg is to 
be numbered among those distinguished 
adopted citizens who, while preserving the 
warmest affection for the home of their birth, 
show themselves willing and able to serve 
the country of their adopiion with fine abili- 
ties and disinterested spirit.

ROM many points of view the most im-

by President Roosevelt and Captain Mahan, 
President Roosevelt’s contribution was writ- 
ten not only before he was President but 
before he was Vice President, and covers the 
period of the war of 1812, from 1812 to 1815. 
This is a period with which the President 
is particularly familiar; in fact, he has writ- 
ten a history of this war which, „unless Iam 
| mistaken, was the first book to bear his 
name on the title page. Since writing that 
book hé has had time to digest his facts, and 
in this volume we have the results of his 
digestion. The book referred to, The Naval 
War of 1812, was published when President 
Roosevelt was only 24 years of age, and it 
goes without saying that he dealt with that 
struggle from an entirely American point 
of view. In his contribution to this volume 
he views the subject from a critical point, 
and it is as fair-minded and unprovocative 
of bad feeling on the part of Englishmen as 
though it had been written from a diplo- 
mat President’s chair. In his introduction 
to the volume Mr. Clowes tells us that when 
President Roosevelt promised to write this 
particular chapter for him he was not even 
Vice President and was only President of the 
Board of Police Commissioners in New York. 
When he had completed the chapter and 
corrected the proof sheets he was Assistant 
Secretary of the United States Navy. The 
author believes it his duty to mention these 
facts in order that he may make clear to his 
countrymen, should. they be curious in the 
matter, that although the name of the Presi- 
dent of the United States is affixed to the 
chapter the opinions expressed in it are 
those rather of a naval administrator, who, 
be it remembered, when little more than a 
boy, wrote what was the best American ac- 
count of the war, which he now describes 
again, more briefly, it is true, yet by the light 
of fuller knowledge.“ Mr. Clowes thinks 
that the lesson which President Roosevelt 
deduces from the history of the war should 
be as valuable to Britons as to his own pes 
ple, and he trusts that both peoples may 
equally profit by his friend’s clear-sighted 
conclusions. 


President Roosevelt's chapter is written in 
his characteristic vigorous style. He tells 
the story of this war in crisp, concise lan- 
guage: It was a life and death struggle, 
and to win Britain had to spend her gold, 
her ships, and her men like water. Where 
she was thus lavish of her own wealth and 
her own blood it was not to be expected that 
she would pay overscrupulous heed té the 
exact rights of others, above all if these 
rights were exercised seriously to her own 
disadvantage. While the fight stamped to 
and fro the combatants were far too busy 
to care whether or not they trampled on out- 
siders. In the grim, relentless, long-drawn 
warfare neither side had any intention of 
throwing away a chance by quixotic dver- 
regard for the rights of others; and both 
sides were at times seriously to blame for 
disregarding these rights on occasions when 
to regard them would not have been quixotic 
at all, but an evidence of sound common 
sense.“

I am particularly interested in what Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has to say about Captain 
Charles Stewart, who commanded the Con- 
stitution in the war of 1812 and later was 
commander of the fronsides. I knew this 
distinguished commander in his old age. As 
a small child I frequently dined at his hos- 
pitable board, and to entertain me between 
the courses we would roll our napkin rings 
to each other. It was hard for me to realize 
as a youngster that this old man had been 
one of the great fighters of histime. He had 
more or less the manner of one who had 
commanded men, but his attitude to all his 
children was that of an amiable piayfellow. 
Commodore Stewart lived the last years of 
his life at Bordentown, N. J., in a rambling 
old house on the banks of the Delaware. He 
was known always as Commodore,“ but I 
believe that he was given the title of Admiral 
before he died. He never would use it, how- 
ever, as his feelings were much wounded 
that he had not been allowed to command 
a ship in the civil war. | 

Some of the fighting blood of Commodore 
Stewart was inherited by his -grandson, 
Charles Stewart Parnell, the well-known 
Irish leader. After the Commodore's death 
his daughter, the mother of Parnell, came 
with her daughters to live at Ironsides, as 
the old place is called. But now none of the 
family live there. In fact, I believe that the 
old house is used as a colored orphan asylum.

| SAVE CUBANS AND AID AMERICANS. 


During the eleven months ending on Nov. 
30 last, Cuban products to the value of 
$44,300,000 were sent to the United States, 
The free articles were valued at $2,300,- 
000. Therefore nearly 95 per cent of the 
imports from Cuba paid the rather high 
duties imposed by the Dingley law. Not- 
withstanding the peculiar relation which 
Cuba occupies towards the United States, 
its sugar and tobacco are taxed as heavily 
as if raised in Java or Sumatra. As a con- 
sequence of the failure to allow the products 
of Cuba to enter the American market on 
more favorable terms the industries of the 
island are on the verge of ruin. The Cubans 
have had to borrow in order to be able 
to resume production after two years of de- 
structive war. They will be unable to pay 
their debts and will lose everything unless 
they are given that relief which Congress 
can give so easily. 

Although the United States has had 
charge of Cuba for some time and has had 
the writing of the Cuban tariff it has not 
discriminated in favor of American pro- 
ducers in that tariff. American goods pay 
the same duties as European goods of the 
same class. Because of this policy and 
also because of the poverty of the Cubans, 
due to their inability to dispose of their 
products at profitable prices, American 
trade with the island falls far short of what 
it should. The value of American exports 
to Cuba during the eleven months ending 
in November last was $22,800,000. For 
the eleven months ending in November, 
1900, it was $22,900,000. The manufactur- 
ers and merchants of Germany and some 
other European countries are gaining trade 
in Cuba while their American rivals are 
losing it. 

Twelve years ago the total yearly value 
of Cuban products did not fall below $100,- 
000,000. With an assured market for the 
products of the island their value under full 
development will reach $200,000,000. As 
Cuba manufacturers none of the goods it 
needs and does not produce many of the 
foodstuffs it requires it has to make heavy 
purchases abroad. If the Cuban tariff were 
framed with special regard to American in- 
terests nearly all this valuable Cuban trade 
could be secured for this country. 

The duties on Cuban sugar should be 
reduced 25 or 30 percent and those on Cuban 
tobacco proportionately. These products of 
the island should always enjoy this ad- 
vantage in American markets. This abate- 
ment of duties will mean the surrender of u 
little revenue, which will be offset in part 
by the increase in the volume of the imports 
of these articles. 

By making these concessions, which will 
injure no American industry, the languish- 
ing industries of Cuba will be revived. The 
industrial ruin now impending will be avert- 
ed. Peace and prosperity will be assured. 
Prosperity will bring with it increased pur- 
chasing of American products, Last yeur 


Cuba bought only about $2,000,000 worth 


‘of American flour. This is anly a fraction 
of the amount that should have been con- 
sumed, | 

On the heels of these lower sugar and 
tobacco duties will come reciprocity agree- 
ments with Cuba with special reference 
to breadstuffs, provisions, agricultural ma- 
chinery, and various other commodities of 
which the Cubans ought to be large con- 
sumers. Thus the lower duties on Cuban 
products will bring about the consumption 


of tens of millions of , dollars’ worth of | 


American products by the Cubans. Regard 


Pror the interest of both Americans and 


Cubans dictates the establishment of inti- 
mate trade relations between these near 
neighbors. 


“UNCLE TOM’S CABIN.” 

A dispatch from Lexington, Ky., brings 
the news that the local chapter of the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy has requested 
the managers of the opera-house to refuse to 
allow his stage to be used for the presenta- 
tion of Uncle Tom's Cabin.“ One reason 
given is that the children of the city who 
see the play will get false notions about 
slave-owners, among whom were the parents 
of many of them. : 

It would be a pity for sq feeble a reason 
as this to deny Kentucky children an op- 
portunity to see a piay of great dramatic 
power. Uncle Tom himself is an interest- 
ing character. Little Eva always draws 
tears, and the bloodhvunds are dramatis 
personte that have always been popular. 
No American play has kept the stage so 
long. What other play that began its ex- 
istence at the same time with Uncle 
Tom's Cabin has kept pace with it? 

The causes for its popularity are not to 
be found in any vindictive feeling toward 
the South or in any desire to keep the cruel 
slave-driver always in the publiceye. Such 
motives would not keep the box-office open 
a single night. People go to see “Uncle 
Tom's Cabin simply, because it is enter- 
taining and emotional. It succeeds as a 
play not as a historical document. If cer- 
tain people do not care for it, let them stay 
away. If other people do care for it, let 
them go and see it. One cannot suppress 
Shakspeare’s Henry V.“ because of its 
being rather painful to the French. The 


play is the thing, and its English bias makes 


no difference. 

The same attitude should be maintained 
toward Uncle Tom's Cabin.“ If it is a 
good play it will continue to draw the crowd. 
If it is a bad play it will after a time lan- 
guish and die without the assistance of 
the Daughters of the Confederacy. 


SNOBS AND FACTORIES. 
Professor Coe’s remarks on the Evanston 
anti-factory ordinance will not strike many 
responsive chords in the breasts of his 
fellow-citizens. Prevailing sentiment sets 
too strongly the other way. It longs for 
a town in which there are none of the more 
disagreeable facts of existence, in which 
there is nothing vulgar or sordid, in which 
the eye will rest continually on evidences 
of wealth and culture, and in which the 
winners of the good prizes of this life may 
sit down among their possessions and enjoy 
themselves undisturbed by the spectacle of 
workers. There are some things to be said 
in favor of this ideal. Professor Coe thinks 
there are some things to be said against it. 

Is it well that boys should be brought 
up under conditions 80 essentially different 
from those that exist almost everywhere 
else in the country? There is nothing more 
needed at the present time than intelligent 
sympathy between the boy who inherits 
money and the boy who inherits nothing 
but the power to work. This sympathy 
is not fostered by bringing up a boy in 
an exceptional, artificial environment. 
Such a boy may be said to enjoy certain 
“advantages.” But he does not know 
“ how the other half lives.” In fact, he dues 
not know how the other ninety-nine hun- 
dredths Hve. 


He loses much of American life. He lives 


‘ 
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just on the surface of the wave and of what 
is going on in the dark center of that wave he 
is completely ignorant. Professor Coe says 
he will grow up to be a snob. Perhaps he 
will. The whole course of his education has 


secluded him from the real great world,” 


which is not the world of society but the 
world of work. If his view of life is absurd 
and uhnatural it is his training that is to 
blame. | 

What Professor Coe would do would be to 
break up the policy of seclusion and to in- 
troduce inte Evanston the corrective in- 
fluences of labor and the laboring man, 

Single-handed he may be unable to con- 
vert the esthetic Evanstonians, but he has 
associates who favor factories because they 
believe factories will lower the tax rate. 
It the Evanston property-owners can be 
convinced that factories will mean lower 
taxes they may change their views. 


THE COST OF LIVING. 

Dun’s review for January conthins an in- 
teresting statement of the range of prices for 
certain necessaries of life during a series of 
years, the result being obtained by multiply- 
ing the price of each product by the per 
capita consumption. The statement shows 
an advance of nearly 40 per cent since July 
1, 1897, at which date the industrial de- 
pression, following the panic of 1898, had 
reached its lowest point. In this connec- 
tion the Philadelphia Record mentions an- 
other interesting fact—that compared with 
earlier years, when methods of production 
and distribution were crude as compared 
with present methods, a reduction of 16 per 
cent had been effected in the cost of living. 

If figures are an indication, we seem to 
have passed the era of low cost and come 
into one of steadily advancing cost. Here 
is the Review's comparative statement: 
Cost of necessaries for one year for one 
person, Jan. 1, 1889, $99.07; July 1, 1897, 
$72.45; Jan. 1, 1901, $95.66; Jan. 1, 1902, 
$101.58, the highest point yet reached. Com- 
pared with a year ago the cost of living has 
increased 6 per cent and with two years ago 
20 per cent, the greatest increase being in 
breadstuffs, though meats, vegetables, and 
dairy produce have advanced continuously. 

Such figures as these plainly show that in 
prosperous times the cost of living increases 
considerably, the lowest point in prices hav- 
ing been reached at the lowest point of the 
financial depression in 1897. re will 
undoubtedly be a steady advancé in long 
periods of time as population increases and 
production does not keep up with the de- 
mand, but nature and human invention may 
be depended upon to regulate the supply 
and demand question in some manner. 

Meanwhile, there are some compensations 
for this general increase in the cost of liy- 
ing. The eras of prosperity and depres 
sion succeed each other with unfailing reg- 
ularity. “ What goes up must come down.” 
Hence in time of depression the cost of liv- 
ing will be reduced. Again, while the prices 
of breadstuffs, vegetables, and meats in- 
crease the prices of metals and clothing 
steadily decrease. There are gains for all 
our losses.” = 

GERMANY.AND VENEZUELA. 

The course of the German government 
towards Venezuela is far from being ag- 
gressive. If the communications addressed 
by it to the Venezuelan government are 
correctly summarized in the dispatches 
they are not offensively peremptory. There 
is no ultimatum in these notes to wound the 
feelings of a proud and impecunious gov- 
ernment, | 

It is possible that Germany is fully aware 
of and makes allowances for President Cas- 
tro’s peculiar situation. No sooner does he 
suppress one revolution than another starts 
up. Last week some enemies of his, well 
provided with military stores and resolved 
to make him all the trouble they can, landed 
in Venezuela. It is unkind to add to the 
worriments of a man who has so many 
things to worry him. It seems rather futile 
to address demands for money to a Presi- 
dent who needs all he can raise for military 
purposes or to swell that fund which has 
to be laid aside for living expenses after he 
shall have been forced to fly the country— 
which may happen within a month or two. 

It is not easy to see what Germany can 
gain by resorting to extreme measures at 
this time. Money, not revenge, is what is 
wanted. The occupation of one or more 
Venezuelan ports and an attempt to levy 
the customs duties on imports would inter- 
fere with Venezuelan trade, but would have 
to last for some time to bring in money 
enough to pay even a moderate dividend on 
these German claims, But the German 
government does not wish to accupy a foot 
of Venezuelan territory for any length of 
time. It wishes to show that it has the 
highest respect for the Monroe doctrine and 
the greatest regard for American feeling on 
that subject. 

The German government is moving with 
extreme slowness and deliberation. It will 
resort to force with the greatest reluctance, 
knowing as it does how difficult it will be to 
squeeze any large sum of money out of the 
Venezuelan authorities. They are usually 
unable to pay national debts, and, when 
able, are unwilling, 


PORTO RICO’S COURTS AND TAXES. 

Mr. Charles H. Allen, the first Civil Gov- 
ernor of Porto Rico, contributes to the cur- 
rent number of the Independent an inter- 
esting statement as to the reorganizing of 
the courts and the new tax law, which will 
be of special interest to business-men and 
capitalists preparing to do business or lu- 
vest money in the island. 

Although the administration of justice 
is almost entirely in the hands of native 
Judges, Governor Allen says justice 1s 
being fairly and impartially administered 
over the isiand by good men.” ' 

In the financial reorganization of Porto 


Rico the old Spanish system of taxing the 


productive value of cultivated lands and 
the food and drink, clothes, and amiuse- 
ments of the poor classes was replaced by a 
system based upon the theory “ that every 
citizen ought to contribute in the form of 
taxation to the support of the insular and 
municipal governments according to his 
economic faculty or ability.” The act for 
providing revenue, which went into effect 
on July 1, 1901, imposes a property tax, 
certain excise taxes, an inheritance tax, and 
certain administrative changes in the rev. 
enue system. The maximum property tax 
is but 1 per cent. The excise taxes com- 
prise three schedules, first, the taxes on 
spirits of all kinds, tobacco, playing cards, 
drugs, cosmetics, arms and ammunition, and 
matches; second, license taxes on dealers 
in wholesale and retail distilled spirits, to- 
bacco in all forms, manufacturers of the 
same, and dealers in arms and ammunition; 
and, third, documentary taxes. The in- 
heritance tax is a progressive one vary 
in accordance with the relationship of the 
heir and the value of each separate bequest.” 

Although this tax law was violently op- 
posed at the outset because Of its radical 
difference from the old Spanish law, to

But as a rule 
those honest people who confess to a pardon- 
able longing to let their enemies, or even 
their friends, sometimes see themselves as 
others see them find little satisfaction in the 
contemplation of the dubious delights of 
anonymity and would rather hold both 
tongue and pen back from such cowardly 
practices. Truth and darkness have but 
little to do with each other, and for those 
who have taken the veil of secrecy in the 
matter of expressing opinions there should 
be only some pity and much contempt.
